“ Sonora, Nov. 16, 1859. 

“Epiror GLieaneR—Dear Sir: As I 
perceive, by the Gleaner of Friday, that the 
terms of discussing the positions taken in 
your editorial of Oct. 19, have been agreed 
upon, I shall take up and examine your first 
proposition. 

“ The appeal of Christians to the protec- 
tion of the Law, in support of Christianity, 
is anti-Christian.” . 

And how do you attempt to prove it? 
Why, by asserting that ‘ Christianity knows 
no compulsion.’ But, did it not occur to 
you that this is not the question at issue? 
It is a totally different proposition. It is 
neither the major nor minor premise of the 
question in debate. The protection of Chris- 
tianity is what the great majority of our 
citizens hold to. You are the first man I 
ever knew who disputed this right. The 
Propagation of Christianity, by compulsion 
nobody holds to, except Popes, Cardinals and 
bigots. To illustrate—if so plain a thing 
needs illustration—it is right for the law to 
protect a young man in his preparation for 
College ; but, is not right for the law to com- 
pel him to go there against his wishes. 
‘These everybody can see are totally differ- 
ent propositions. It is right to protect the 
immigrant to California, on his way across 
the plains, but it not right to compel him to 
come here against his will. It is right for 
the government to protect its citizens in 
their endeavors to get to heaven, even 
though they choose to go there by Him who 
hath said,‘I am the Way.’ Yea, such is 
its solemn duty. Such has been its under- 
standing from the beginning, and such has 
ever been its practice ; such it ever will be ; 
or, if not, the very first hour the obligation 
is disclaimed by the government, that hour 
tolls the knell of our free institutions. 

The protection of what we 
hold to, and what you deny. You attempt 
to cast odium oa that doctrine by bringing 
forward another proposition which you 
would have your readers believe is identical, 
that is, that the protection of Christianity by 
law, and its propagation by compulsion, are 
one and the same thing. ‘This last proposi- 
tion is abhorrent to every Protestant in the 
United States. To intimate that the two 
are identical, is not only illogical, but a mis- 
representation of the people of this country. 

And, it is neither fair nor ingenuous. In 
relying upon tif success of such expedients 
you rate the intelligence of your readers 
at altogether too low a figure. Be assured 
sir, they are not so easily deluded. Nor can 
they regard themselves as honored by any 
such backhanded compliment. As you seem 
to be fond of quoting Archbishop’ Whately 
for our benefit, on this point of candor in 
debate, I will quote him for yours. “To 
misrepresent the argument of our opponent 
(as all do who insinuate that we hold Chris- 
tianity should be propagated by compulsion, 
when we only hold that it should be pro- 
tected), is virtually to admit that what he 
has really said, is not opengto refutation.” — 
Whately’s Thoughts and Apothegms. 

“ You say, ‘Jesus and his apostles re- 
nounce all interference of a temporal power 
in spiritual matters. I will not hold you to 
the only meaning which the words of this 
sentence convey, because they make you 
imply that Jesus, at one time, exercised tem- 


poral authority, which it is absurd to sup- |’ 


pose that you believe. I suppose, then, you 
intend to say one of these three things : either 
that Jesus disclaimed all intention of setting 
up a temporal government, which he did.

Christian? Jyst nothing at all. Or, you 
mean that Jesus disclaimed all intention to 
propagate his religion by the sword. This 
may be true. Who, now, in this country 
claims any such thing? If this is what you 
mean, it is simply another man of -straw, 
which you have set up to display your 
prowess in beating it down. It harms no- 
body, unless it be those who fail to see 
through the device. And it proves nothing. 
But, if by the above sentence you mean that 


ference, or interposition of the civil power, 
for the protection of Christianity, which is 
the only legitimate use you can make of it 
as proof of your position; it is not true. 
There is not a word in the New Testament 
that can be tortured into an iota of proof that 
Jesus and his apostles ever renounced the 
protection of the civil power. “When, where 
did they ever do so silly a thing? Suppose 
they had done it; what would have been 
the result? Simply this, it would have in- 
vited persecution, And this they never did. 
Carry out your principle in this country— 
let the law cease to protect Christianity, and 
when persecuted, when our religious devo- 
tions are disturbed, our meetings are molest- 
ed, or dispersed by a noisy or violent and 
lawless rabble, we have no redress; for ac- 
cording to your doctrine, it is anti-Christian 
to appeal to the government for protection ; 
and if anti-Christian to ask for protection, 
it would be equally anti-Christian to grant it. 

But not only is it not true that Jesus dis- 
claimed all right to protection, but there is 
positive proof that he held no such doctrine. 
True, he made no formal appeals to the 
Courts for protection; and why not? Be- 
cause at that time the law of the land was 
Jewish, and it tolerated no other religion 


useless for -him to make any such appeal; 
but that he did not disclaim his right to pro- 
tection, is evident from two clearly stated 
facts in the Gospel history. On one occa- 
sion he remonstrated with the Jews for their 
violence in stoning him. But when he 
found it did no good, but that they sought 
to kill him, he escaped out of their hands, 
and went again beyond Jordan, and abode 
there—John 10: 31-40. On another oc- 
casion he remonstrated with them for their 
injustice in attempting to arrest him when 
he had done nothing worthy of arrest— Luke 
22: 52-53. If it was right for Jesus to 
remonstrate against the oppressive exercise 
of the civil power, or against the neglect to 
exert its legitimate power when needed, why 
not for his followers? Before it is so con- 
fidently asserted that Christianity dislaims 
all right to protection, it behooves those who 
make the assertion to explaifi how it hap- 
pened that Peter was girt with a sword on 
the night of Christ’s arrest. The use he 
put it to, under -the circumstance, was un- 
doubtedly wrong; yet it showed that if his 
Master had taught that Christianity was 
not to be protected, he had been a very dull 
student. If Christianity is so insignificant | 
a thing that, unlike all other religions, it 
has no right to protection—that it indeed 
denies itself—even fights against itself, in 
asking protection, those who assert it should 
furnish a true and lucid exposition of the 
follawing words of the Great Teacher :— 
“Think not that I am come to send peace on 
earth; I am come not to send peace, but a 
sword.”—Mat. 10: 34. Just before Christ 
left his disciples, and when he was about to 
send them into all the world, to preach the 
Gospel to every creature—into a world of 
enemies—where he knew they would meet 
with insult, persecution, violence and wrongs, 
“He said unto them, (Luke 22: 36-38) 
Now let him that hath no sword sell his gar- 
ment and buy one.” ‘And they said, Lord, 
behold, here are two swords.” Counting 
Peter’s, there were three. Rather a mili- 
tant aspect this, for a company of men said 
to have been so peaceful and nerveless that 
they disclaimed even protection from any- 
thing so carnal as the temporal power.— 
Now, will the learned Editor of the “Glean- 
er,’ who has a particular penchant for “ Lit- 
erature and Biblical Antiquities,” when 
next he treats of this subject, help his read- 
ers to a sound and logical exposition of this 

age? As it now stands, there is a 
slight discrepancy between it and the decla- 
ration, that, to PproTEecT Christianity by 
law, is anti-Christian. 

Anti-Christian to protect Christianity, say 
you. Then, the brave apostle of the Gen- 
tiles must have been most offensively anti- 
Christian, for when a company of more 
than forty Jews (Acts 23: 12-18) banded 
together, and bound themselves by a curse, 
that they would neither eat nor drink till 
they had killed Paul; and when he found 
that he could get no justice done him at 
their tribunal, did he not appeal unto Cesar ? 
And he is the same “old man eloquent” 
that more than once pleaded his Roman 
citizenship as a protection to him in his 
work of preaching Christianity. And yet 
we are told that it is anti-Christian to 
make any such appeal, that “ Jesus and his 
apostles disclaim all appeal to the protection 
of the law in support of Christianity.”— 
And the Scriptures are quoted to sustain it; 


even Paul himself is pitted against Paul on |_ 


this point: “ The weapons of our warfare are 
not carnal but spiritual.”"—-2 Cor. 10: 4. 
To which I have two replies to make. First, 
it is incorrectly quoted, which materially 
changes the sense. Secondly, I deny that 
the passage has any application to the ques- 
tion at issue. It belongs to you, Mr. Editor, 
to show that it has, if you can. 

I might go on.and show that your propo- 
sition is contrad by the declarations of 
your own prophets, which all Christians be- 
lieve have a reference to gospel times — 
Take two pa as anexample. “ The 
sons of all them that afflicted thee shall 
come bending unto thee ; and they that de- 
spised thee shall bow themselves down .at 
the soles of thy feet ; and they shall call thee 
the city of the Lord, the Zion of the Holy 
One of Israel.—Isa. 60: 14. Thus saith 
the Lord God, behold, I will lift up my 
standard to the people ; and they shall bring 
‘thy sons in thine arms, and thy daughters 
shall be carried upon their shoulders. And 
kings shall be thy nursing fathers, and their 
queens thy nursing mothers ; they shall bow 
down to thee toward the earth, and lick up 
the dust of thy feet; and thou shalt know 
that I am the Lord; for they shall not be 
ashamed that wait for me.”—Isa. 49: 22-23. 

Not having found anything in the Scrip- 
tures, either of the Old or the New Testa- 
ment, in favor of your proposition, but much 
that is positively against it, it cannot be 
necessary that I shall occupy your space 
with any remarks on what either Archbish-

sist on it, I think it can easily be shown that 
the which you have quoted from 
these authorities, when taken in the proper 
and full commection, do not teach that for 
which you have quoted them.

PRAYER AND ACTION. 


The prayer of faith, while it confesses 
dependence apon God for the blessing sought 
pledges the suppliant to all the activity that 
may be required to secure that blessing. 
There are circumstances in which we can do 
nothing but trust ;—calmly, humbly, pa- 
tiently, yet withal confidently, waiting upon 
God to make known ‘his salvation. In a 
time of great straits, David says, “ I waited . 
patiently for the. Lerd, and he inclined to 
me, and heard my cry. Blessed is the man 
that maketh the Lord his trust.” In the 
days of darkness Isaiah said, “I will wait 
upon the Lord that hideth his face from the 
house of Jacob, and I will look for him.” 
Jeremiah, when overwhelmed with afilic- 
tions, said, “It is good that a man should 
both hope and quietly wait for the salvation 
of the Lord.” But this faith in God is not 
a plea for inaction on the part of man. 
When we can do nothing, or see not what 
we can do, faith in God is shown by calm, 
and patient waiting. We must dismiss all 
fear, and “stand still and see the salvation 
of the Lord.” But when God opens the 
way of deliverance, or by his Word of Pro- 
vidence bids us “ Forward,” though we can- 
not see the way, then to linger is to doubt ; 
then prayer itself, instead of being the con- 
fidence of faith, becomes the cover of our 
timidity and unbelief. A true faith in God 
bids us etther wait or work as God shall ap- 
point. 

When Havelock was marching to the re- 
lief of the beseiged and starving garrison at 
Lucknow, while he kept up a soldier’s dis- 
cipline in the camp, he maintained a rigid 
Christian discipline over his own heart. But 
neither was made an excuse for neglecting 
the other. Both were made to work in har- 
mony. Feeling ever his dependence upon 
God for wisdom, strength, courage, and suc- 
cess, he always began with prayer, rising 
two hours before the time set for marching, 
that he might have an uninterrupted season 
for devotion, But when the appointed mo- 
ment for the march arrived, he was on his 
horse, inspiriting his troops with the word of 
command. Had Havelock halted to spend 
days in fasting and prayer for the relief of 
Lucknow, imploring Jehovah to interpose 
by miracle, and affright the enemy as of old 
he terrified the Assyrian camp, the forlorn 
garrison, wasted by famine and death, would 
have fallen an easy prey to the rebels. 
Plain Christian sense would have repudia- 
ted such devotion as a false enthusiasm, and 
the Government would have court-martialed 
Heaveleck for cowardice, But when he had 
refreshed and strengthened his own soul Dy 
communion with God, Havelock proved the 
sincerity of his faith by putting himself at 
the head of his regiments, and commanding 
them to go forward. Braving heat and mi- 
asma, and the risk of surprise and treachery, 
and the danger of being surrounded and cut 
off in a hostile land, he pressed on to rescue 
his countrymen. Faith led him to wait on 
God in all humility and hope, and faith led 
him to march with all speed and courage. 
Yes, brave Christian soldier, save Lucknow 
by prayer if thou canst; but by all means 
save it by forced marches, for which thy 
prayers will strengthen thee! When the 


- march was ordered for four in the morning, 


Havelock would rise at two to pray. But 
when the time for preparation drew nigh, he 
seemed to hear a voice within saying, 
“ wherefore criest thou untome? Speak to 
the army that it go forward ;” and it went 
forward to victory, though he who led the 
march and won the victory of faith, gained 
also the higher victory of death. 

The teaching of such an example is pre- 
cisely that which comes to us from the whole 
history of Moses, of David, and of Paul— 
that a true dependence upon God in prayer 
is a preparation for the highest action in his 
service. Always trusting in God through 
good and ill, always looking to God in faith, 
we shall be ready, at his word, to leave the 
closet for the field, and to prove our faith in 
him and our faith in prayer, by doing what 
he opens before us in the way of action for 
his kingdom.

THE POPE AS A KING. 


We give our readers the first chapter of 
E. Abont’s book on the Roman Question. 
Mons. Aboat is himself a Rotiiain Catholic. 


The Roman Catholic Church, which I 
sincerely respect, consists of one hundred 
and thirty-nine millions of individuale— 
witbout.counting little Mortara. 

It is governed by seventy Cardinals, or 
Princes of the Church, in memory of the 
twelve Apostles. 

The Cardinal-Bishop of Rome, who is 
also designated by the name of Vicar of 
Jesus Christ, Holy Father, or Pope, is in- 
vested with boundless authority over the 
minds of these hundred and thirty-nine mil- 
lions of Catholics. 

The Cardinals are nominated by the 
Pope; the Pope is nominated by the Car- 
dinals; from the day of his election he be- 
comes infallible, at least in the opinion of 
M. de Maistre, and the best Catholics of 
our time. 

This was not the opinion of Bossuet; but 
it has always been that of the Popes them- 


When the Sovereign Pontiff declares to} 
‘us that the Virgin Mery was born free from 
original sin, the hanired and thirty-nine 
millions of Catholics are bound to believe it 
on his word. This is what has recently 
occurred. 

This discipline of the understanding re- 
flects infinite credit upon the nineteenth 
century. If posterity does us justice, it 
will be grateful to us therefor. It will see 
that instead of cutting one another’s throats 
about theological questions, we have sur- 
veyed lines of. railway, laid telegraphs, con- 
structed steam-eagines, launched ships, 
pierced isthmases, created sciences, correct- 
ed laws, repressed factions, fed the poor, 
civilized barbarians, drained marshes, culti- 
vated waste lands, without ever having a 
single dispute as to the infallibility of a 
man. 

But the busiest age, the age which the 
best knows the value of time, may be ob- 
liged for a moment to neglect its business. 
If, for instance, it shonld remark around 
Rome and its Bishop a violent agitation, 
which neither the trickery of diplomacy nor 
the pressure of armies can suppress; if it 
perceive in a little corner of a peninsula a 
smou!ldering fire, which msy at any moment 
burst forth, and in twenty-four hours en- 
velope all Europe, this age, prudent from a 
sense of duty, on account of the great 
things it has to accomplish, turns its atten- 
tion to the situation of Rome, and insists 
upon knowing what it all means. 

It means that the simple princes of the 
middle ages, Pepin the Brief, Charlemagne, 
and the Countess Matilda, behaved with 
great liberality to the Pope. They gave 
him lands and men, according to the fashion 
of the times, when men, being merely the 
live-stock of the land, were thrown into the 
bargain. If they were generous, it was not 
because they thought, with M. Thiers, that 
the Pope conld not be independent without 
being a King; they had seen him in his pov- 
erty more independent and more command- 
ing than almost any monarch on the earth. 
They enriched him from motives of friend- 
| ship, calculation, gratitude, or it might even 
be to disinherit their relations, as we some- 
times see in our own time. Since the days 
of the Countess Matilda, the Pope, having 
acquired a taste for posseasion, has gone on 
He has obtained cities 
by capitalation, as in the case of Bologna; 
he has won others at the cannon’s mouth, 
as Rimini; while some he has appropriated, 
by treachery and stealth, as Ancona. In- 
deed so well have matters been 
that in 1859 the Bishop of Rome is the 
temporal sovereign of about six millions of 
acres, and reigns over three millions one 
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dred and sixty-eight men, who are all cry- 
ing out loudly against him.

They say—that the authofity to which, 
without having either asked or accepted it, 
they are subject, is the most fundamentally 


that the legislative, exeeutive, and judicial 
powers are united, confounded, and jumbled 
together in one and the same hand, con- 
trary to the practice of civilized states, 
and to the theory of Montesquieu; that 
they willingly recognize the infallibility of 
the Pope upon all religious questions, but 
that in civil matters it appears to them less 
easy to tolerate; that they do not refuse to 
obey, because, all things considered, man is 


not placed here below te follow the bent of 


his own inclinations, bat that they would be 
glad to obey laws; that the good pleasare 
of any man, however good it may be, is not 
so good as the Code Napoleon ; that the 
reigning Pope is not an evil-disposed man, 
but that the arbitrary government of one 
man, even admitting his infallibility, can 
never be anything but » bad government. 
That in virtue of an ancient and hitherto 
ineradicable practice, the Pope is assisted 
in the temporal government of his States 
by the spiritual chiefs, subalters, and spirit- 
val employes of his Charch; that Cardinals, 
Bishops, Canons, Priests, forage pell-mell 
about the country; that one sole and idea- 
tical caste possesses the right of administer- 
ing both sacraments and provinces; of coa- 
firming little boys and the judgments of the 
lower courts; of ordaining subdeacons and 
arrests; of despatching parting souls and 
tains’ commissions; that this confusion 
of the spiritual and the temporal dissemi- 
nates among the higher offices a multitude 
of men, excellent no doubt in the sight of 
God, but insupportable in that of the peo- 
ple; often strangers to the country, some- 
times to business, and always to those do- 
mestic ties which are the basis of every 
society; without any special knowledge, 
unless it be of the things of another world; 
without children, which renders them in- 
different to the fature of the nation; with- 
out wives, which renders them dangerous to 
its preseut; and to conclude, unwilling to 
hear reason, because they believe themselves 
participators in the pontifical infallibility. 
That these servants of a most mercifal 
bat sometimes severe God, simultaneously 
abuse both mercy and justice; that, fall of 
indulgence for the indifferent, for their 
friends, and for themselves, they treat with 
extreme rigour whoever has had the misfor- 


they more readily pardon. the wretch who 
cuts a man’s throat, than the imprudent 
citizen who blames an abuse. 

That the Pope, and the Priests who as- 
sist him, not having been taught accounts, 


rossly mismanage the public finances; that 
whereas vi cation 


of the public finances might have been tole- 
rated a hundred years ago, when the ex- 
penses Of public worship and of the papal 
court were defrayed by one hundred and 
thirty-nine millions of Catholics, it is a 
widely different affair now, when they have 
to be supported by 3,124,668 individuals. 

That they do not complain of paying 
taxes, because it is a universally established 
practice, but that they wish to see their 
money spent upon terrestrial objects; that 
the sight of basilicas, churcher, and con- 
vents built or maintained at their expense, 
rejoices them as Catholies, but grieves them 
as citizens, because, after all, these edifices 
are but imperfect substitates for railways 
and roads, for the clearing of rivers, and 
the erection of dykes against inundations; 
that faith, hope, and charity receive more 
encouragement than agriculture, commerce, 
and manufactures; that public simplicity is 
developed to the detriment of public edu- 
cation, 

That the law and the police are too much 
occupied with the salvation of souls, and too 
‘little with the preservation of bodies; that 
they prevent honest people from damning 
themselves by swearing, reading bad books, 
or associating with Liberals, but that they 
don’t prevent rascals from murdering honest 
people; that property is as badly protected 
as persons; and that it is very hard to be 
able to reckon upon nothing for certain but 
a stall in Paradise. 

That they are made to pay heavily for 
keeping up an army without knowledge or 
discipline, an army of problematical courage 
and doubtfal honours, and destined never to 
fight except against the citizens themselves; 
that it is adding insult to injury to make a 
man pay for the stick he is beaten with. 
That they are moreover obliged to lodge 
foreign armies, and especially Austrians, 
who, as Germans, are notoriously heavy- 
fisted. 

To conclude, they say all this is not what 
the Pope promised them in his motu proprio 
of the 19th of September; and it is sad to 
find infallible people breaking their most 
sacred engagements. 

I have no doubt these grievances are ex- 
aggerated. It is impossible to believe that 
an entire nation can be so terribly in the 
right against its masters. We will examine 
the facts of the case in detail before we de- 
cide. We have not yet arrived at that 
point.

To 
give way, is to prove that we are afraid. 
To admit fear, is to double the strength of 
the enemy, to open the gates to revolution, 
and to take the road to Gaeta, where the 
accommodation is none of the best. Don’t 
let us leave home. I know the house we 
live in; it is not new, but it will last longer 
than your Holiness—provided no attempt 
is made torepairit. After us the deluge; 
we've got no children!” 

“ All very true,” replies the Pope. “ But 
the sovereign who is entreating me to do 
something, is an eldest son of the Church, 
He has rendered us great services. He 
still protects us constantly. What would 
become of us if he abandoned as?” 

* Don’t be alarmed,” says the Cardinal. 
“ll arrange the matter diplomatically.” 
And he sits down, and writes an invariable 
note, in a diplematically tortuous style, 
which may thus be summed up:— 

“We want your soldiers, and not your 
advice, seeing that we are infallible. If you 
were to show any symptom of doubting 
that infallibility, and if you attempted to 
force anything upon us, even our preserva- 
tion, we would fold our wings around our 
countenances, we would raise the palms of 
martyrdom, and we should become an ob- 
ject of compassion to all the Catholics in 
the universe.

The President’s Message. 

Allexcitement and anxious as people are 
for the President’s Message when it is gue, 
hew few read it after it comes to hand—we 
mean all of it, from beginning to end and 
word for word. A few of the principal points 
generally satisfy their great curiosity. Our 
readers have doubtless ere this looked at 
the Message if not through it, and we 
therefore will make but a mere note of its 
leading ideas. 

The President makes but brief allusion to 
the Harper’s Ferry troubles, and declares 
he has no fear of a dissolution of the Union. 
He congratulates the country that the Su- 
preme Court has decided that the Federal 
Government must protect slavery in the 
territories. He denounces the re-opening 
of the African slave trade, and says that as 
a Christian nation we ought to pause and 


consider what the consequences would be |. 


upon Africa should this horrid barbarous 
traffic be re-opened. We took special note 
of the words “‘ Christian nation.” Le no- 
tices our relations with China. Onur diffi- 
culty with Paraguay has been satisfactorily 
settled. Our relations with France, Ras- 
sia, and all the great powers of the Conti- 
nent except Spain, are of a friendly charac- 
ter. The purchase of Cuba is urged. 
Difficulties with Great Britain arising out 
of the Clayton and Bulwer treaty are in a 
good way to besettled. He hopes existing 
negotiations will amicably decide our San 
Juan troubles. The military occupancy of 
some portions of Mexico for indemnity aud 
security is recommended.

Letter from New York. 
Rev. Henry Grattan Guinness. 

- This distinguished minister is still preach- 
ing in Philadelphia, with great success. 
Last Sunday he was to have commenced his 
labors in New York, with preaching in Rev. 
Dr. John Thompson’s church, Scotch Pres- 
byterian, morning and afternoon and in the 
great hall of the Cooper Institute in the 
evening.- But so great is the religious in- 
terest, awakened by his preaching in Phila- 
delphia, especially among young men, that 
it was not thought best for him to leave at 
present. Last Friday night the people be- 
gan to assemble at 4 p. u., in order to hear 
him at 74 P.M., and though the largest 
charches were open to him, thousands have 
to go away unable to gain admission. He 
will preach here and in Boston a few weeks 
and then he will go to San Francisco. 

I conversed with one of the leading, pious 
merchants of Philadelphia, in regard tothe 
state of religious impression produced by 
his preaching, and he says it is deep and 
pervading. It seems to reach all. His 
preaching is more like that of Summerfield 
than any other inan, and is principally ad- 
dressed to the impenitent. The Carters 
have lately published a volame of his ser- 
mons, They are remarkable for searching 
earnestness, and for thoronghness in sound 
doctrine. He holds up the great truths of 
the gospel in strong lights. He delights in 
the exhibitions of the love of Christ to lost 
sinners. He is himself a young man and 
his heart seems very mach drawn out in 
prayer and preaching effort for the young 
men of our cities. Sometimes his congre_ 
gations are composed eutirely and exclusive- 
ly of young men. We hope and pray that 
his labors among us may be greatly blest. 

Spirit ef Praycr, 

There is arising spirit of prayer in all 
our daily prayer meetings and in some of 
our churebes, in all our eastern cities.. This 
is especially true of Boston, New York, 
Philadelphia and Cincinnati. In this city 
not a day passes in which we do have cases 
of religious awakening and anxiety in the 
prayer meetings, often many. Often too, 
we have persons rise to tell us what the 
Lord has done for their souls. We have 


pray for ourselves. So many requests for 
prayer come from abroad that it has been 
felt that we forget to pray for the outpoar- 
ing of the Holy Spirit upon ourselves, as 
much as we ought.

This 
mission effort is popular—has the good will 
of all denominations of Christians, and is 
conducted in the true spirit of Christian 
union. These city missionaries are self- 
sacrificing men. They support themselves 
and families on salaries of $500 a year; how 
they do it is a mystery to all. But the 
secret is, their wives and children have to 
earn their own support by the needle, by 
teaching, by being sales boys and sales girls 
as soon as they sre old enough. It is a 
hard, earnest life—a usefal life.

Letter from Rev. J. A. Benton. 


Mr Eprtor: We took our leave of Hong- 
kong in the afternoon of the 28th of Sep- 
tember, and we anchored in this port on the 
6th of October. This was rather dull 
steaming for a, large side-wheeled vessel. 
We had about twenty passengers to this 
place; of whom seven were Americans, five 
Indiamen, two Spaniards, and the rest Eng- 
lish. It is not often, I am told, that so 
many Americans are found on a single 
steamer out here in the far east. 

One of our passengers is Col. Caine, late 
Colonial Secretary and acting Governor of 
Hongkong. I know very little of the man, 
his career, or his character; but, from the 
little I do know, I have inferred a great 
deal more; and can not help admiring him. 
He is 68 years old; hale, hearty, and strong, 
except that sea-sickness occasionally pulls 
him down a little, He has passed thirty- 
five years in India, and twenty in China; 
and has never once been back to the British 


yearsago! Now, at length, he retires from 
service with a airs & is going back to 
pass his latest years, ifhe can, among the 
scenes of his childhood. So resolute a will 
and so persistent a purpose are worthy of_ 
notice. They indicate that repose of cha- 
racter and that strong self-assertion—with- 
out arrogance—for which I have the high- 
est regard, whether in man or woman, and 


erent wdy, when I meet with such persons, 
and humbjy wish that, in my way, I may be 
like them. I have known people who could 
not go out into these same regions, and re- 
main ten years, in the service of religion 
even, without thinking themselves martyrs, 
deserving of special honors for their great 
heroism. And I have met those, in so fine 
a climate and so grand a country as Cali- 
fornia, who felt that they were to be pitied, 
as great sufferers, because they had passed 
five consecutive years in a distant portion of 
their own country. To love ones kindred, 
to desire the places of early friendships, and 
to renew the joys of the past; these things 
are well; but to go one’s way of duty and 
keep it, to pursue one’s destiny till it is ful- 
filled, and to make one’s solemn purposes 
triumphant over all lesser things and per- 
sonal wishes, through long years of labor 
and struggling—this is admirable; this is 
great! And it is specially so, if perchance 
there be in it some trace of that sublime 
character and that Divine heroism, which, 
in full view of the futare, and in foresight 
of an untimely death, took their steady, 
patient, and cheerfu| way right toward 
Gethsemane and the cross. 

I am here on ground of which I used to 
read many years ago. Here were formerly 
many missionaries, both from England and 
America, and here it was hoped much might 
be done for these heathen populations, espe- 


hither in large nambers. A few missionaries 
still remain, but most have gone to China, 
since it was accessible, or to other countries. 
It was found impracticable to do much for 
China by means of the reaction on that 
country of returned converts to Christianity 
that had been Christianized during their 
sojourn abroad... The number of Chinese 
here is at present reckoned at 60 or 70,000. 
They do all the hard work, and are the 
most industrious people on theisland. But 
they are not here with their families; and 
this is not their home. They hope to make 
their fortanes and return. We very well 
know that persons so situated are not the 
most ready to attend to the subject of reli- 
gion. In Ecclesiastical importance, there- 
fore, Singapore has much declined during 
the last fifteen years. For the accommo- 
tion of the foreign residents, I have noticed 
that there are three Roman Catholic 
churchbes—French, Portuguese, and Span- 
ish. I have attended service, on Sundays, 
at the English National Church, and at the 
Scotch Presbyterian Church. The number 
of foreign-born residents does not exceed 
500, the popolation consisting maiuly of 
Chinese, Malays, and Hindus. 

Here, for the first time, I have come in 
contact with other forms of idolatry than 
those which prevail in China and Japan. 
Daring our stay here there bas been a 
Hinda ceremony of passing through the 
fire, which was followed by a torchlight 
procession in the evening. As already im- 
plied, the fire ceremony took place in the 
afternoon, in the open air, in the 
of s very large crowd of people, of all na- 
tions and descriptions. After wood had 
been burning all day, there was left, toward 
night, a deep bed of live coals, covering a 
space of six by thirty feet. The candidates 
came up in the midst of a noisy procession, 
and with some ceremony began going, on a 
quick ron, the whole length of the fire-bed, 
stepping, at the farther end, into a pool of 
water. Some were more deliberate in their 
movements the fire than others.

The torture was, of course, considerable; 
but to. the hardened, tough feet of those 
‘who go continually*bare-footed, it was less 
severe than it wo@ld have been in the cuse 
of persons whose habits make the feet more 
tender. There were idols stationed ateither 
end of the bed of coals, aud these, as I am 
informed, were the gods to whom the de- 
yotees had made vows, a yéar ago, that, if 
they were favored in certain ways, they 
would make this demonstiation of their 
regard. ! 

_ The in the evening consisted 
of four pagodason wheels, drawn by men, 
interspersed. with men on foot and men and 


- women in beffalo-earts. Some of the foot- 


tien bore torches, and others were blowing 
or beating instraments of music. The pa- 
godas contained images, and devotees, and 
musicians, They were cheap and tawdry 
affairs blazing with lights. The music wus 
in no sort of time or tune, and was discord- 
ant and doleful, while the men in the pro- 
cession were gay, laughing, and wild, as if 
they were having @ time of jollity and mer- 
riment. 

How often these night processions and 
displays are had I do not know, buat am in- 
formed that it is not more than two months 
since there was one far more splendid and 
imposing than the recent one—the different 
castes and classes vieing with one another 
in the amount of display they could make. 
Certainly it must be admitted, that, in pro- 
portion to their means, these heathens are 
lavish in their expenditures for religion’s 
sake as compared with the Christian people 
about them. In justice, however, to the 
foreign-born peopl of Singapore, it should 
be said, although it may not be saying very 
much, that their observance of the Lord’s 
day is better than that which prevails in 
California. This is to their credit. And, 
in general, I find them a very respectable 
and orderly class of people. 

It is pleasant once more to tarry in a city 
which has broad streets, smooth and fine, 
that run out into the open country amid 
country-seats, bangalows, plantations of 
notmeg and cocoa trees, and introduce one 
so freely to the peculiar flowers, shrabs, 
trees, verdure, and scenery of the equato- 
rial region. Then, also, instead of being 
carried in cramped chairs, on the shoulders 
of -Coolies, as in Chima, one can here step 
into a carriage, of One sort or another, of 
which there are hundreds here, and be 
whirled rapidly throagh the level city, or 
ont into the country, over hill and valley, 
presenting many a novel and charming sight, 
and offering to the ear the music of strange 
birds and new vucalists. 

It is not probable that the masses of the 
population here can be highly spoken of on 
the score of morality, since in their native 
regions they are sensual, licentious, and 
filthy, without reserve. There is no restric- 
tion here upon opium-smoking, and the use 
of betel is common, I should think about 
one-fifth of those one meets in the streets 
had their teeth and lips stained red by the 
excessive use of this narcotic. The betel- 
palm flourishes here, and is a beautiful tree, 
growing from twenty te fifty feet in height, 
without a limb, and of nearly a uniform 
size from top to bottom, and crowned with 
a tuft of leaves, like a bunch of plumes. A 
slice of the nut of this tree, sprinkled with 
a little lime, and wrapped in a portion of. 
the betel-leaf, constitates the ‘“* bonne 
bouche” which the natives of India and 
China are so extravagantly fond of. | 

Returning from a walk the other night I 
came upon about one handred convicts, just

in plain English, on hisback. The highest 
nomber that I noticed-on any one was 407.

employment to more or less skilled labor; 
so that the Chinese immigration, instead of 


being a detriment to. our laboring classes, 
becomes a direct and positive benefit tothem. 
Itrendersactual an amountof employment for 
them, of the best paid kind too, which with- 
out it could not possibly exist. I ask your 
readers to estimate by this the mischief of 
the senseless call upon working men to re- 
fuse to work for any one who employs Chi- 
namen! Féw, it is true, aré littely to at- 
tain to such a pitch of Spartan self-denial 
in practice, but-:many may be so far misled 
by the confident assertion as to entertain a 
most unfounded ill feeling both against their 
employers and against the Chinese, w hen in 
point of fact they ought to be grateful to 
both; and thus secure for themselves an 
appreciable’ amount of ene which 
ought, on the contrary, to an equal 
amount of contentment and peace. But is 
this the only way in which Chinese labor 
competes with white labor? | 

If it is not, I should be glad to learn in 
what way it does? Where are the gangs 
of Chinese that grade our streets, construct 
our large buildings, make our roads, plough 
our fields, cut down our mapage 
our steam engines and machinery, fabricate 
our furniture, nay, cultivate our. market 
gardens and orchards, or even herd our 
sheep? Not in this section of the country 
I am sure, or I must have seen them; not 
in any other, I believe, or I should have 
heard enough about them from the newspa- 
pers. Indeed, in regard to all these em- 
ployments except, perhaps, the two last 
mentioned, gardening how sheep herding, 
our laborers have a perfect guarantee 
against competition from Chinamen in the 
physical inferiority of the latter. When a 
railroad was to be made from Balaklava to 
Sebastopol, the contractor found it cheaper 
to pay English navies high wages in order 
to get them to leave home, losing all the 
time of their voyage out and back, than to 
employ the Croats and Bulgarians whom 
he could procure with ease on the spot at 
less than half the rates; yet Croats and 
Bulgarians are at least stronger than Chi- 
nese, and not less skillful or willing to work. 
They would go on without tiring from morn- 
ing till night, but at the end of the day it 
was found that the active Irishman, or the 
brawny Northumbrian, running out his 
three hundred weights of stuf at every 
load, had done three times as much towards 
the embankment as any one of them, and 
that his pick driven by a strong arm and a 
practiced eye, had graded down a rod for 
every yard of theirs. It is precisely the 
saine here, and the first street contractor or 
farmer you ask will tell you that it is a good 
deal cheaper to employ Americans, or Euro- 
peans of any northern nation, at $2 50 a 
day, than Chinese at $1. If it were not, 
be very sure you-would soon see Chinamen 
employed in that way, for it certainly is not 
pure patriotism that induces street contrac- 
tors to employ their countrymen in prefer- 
ence. As to gardening, I.do not know how 
the reckoning might stand, but I know that 
the Chinese do not compete in this line— 
not here at all events ; and as to sheep herd- 
ing, which in Australia is looked upon as 
an occupation rather below the dignity of 
ied man, to such an extent that 
those engaged in it are known by the some- 
what contemptuous name of crawlers, I have 
no means of knowing whether many Chi- 
nese are employed in itor not, It seems 
to be an occupation better suited for their 
slow, patient industry and plodding gait, 
than for the sinewy arms and firm step of 
one of our laborers; anyhow, it i8 a single 
item, and a small one. I am reminded by 
the searching eye of a Chinese fisherman, 
looking up at my window, of another branch 
of labor in which they compete, and it seems 
rather successfully too; with Italians and 
Portuguese, however, if I may judge by 
eye and ear, rather than with Americans. 
Poor wretches! it would be a little hard if 
they missed it in every ching | And now,

No, says an up-country paper, they come 
up into the mines here and trouble us too, 
more than enough. It is very true, the 
only take up abandoned claims or is 
tailings, and they make wages such as no 
American miner could live upon.

Shasta Ga- 
zette! Oh! Mariposa Chronicle! or what- 
ever other enticing name you delight in, 
(for really I have quite forgot it), i pray 
you—I beseech you—tell it not m Liver- 
pool, publish it not in Bremen, or never 
another Irishman nor German will show 
himself in this abandoned country or its 
claims! But, seriously, are the resources 
of California so miserably stinted, its placers 
and quartz veins so nearly exhausted, its 
arable lands so sterile, its pastures so bare, 
its climate so inauspicious, that it has be- 
come worth while to look forward to a time 
when wages will be reduced so low amongst 
us as to make Irishmen and Dutchmen con- 
tend with Chinese for the tailings of our 
— mills, for our worked out placers ? 

en comfort yourself with this assurance, 
that the time is near at hand when no more 
Chinese will come to our shores; no, nor 
Irishmen, nor Germans, nor Americans 
either. If that time is coming, be ve 
certain that the Chinese will be first kicked 
out of these abandoned claims, as uncere- 
moniously as they have already been from 
the profitable ones, and that next there will 
be a general exodus, not of Chinese only, 
but of all who are not content to work for 
Chinamen’s wages. There are other coun- 
tries where they can make more than that, 
and thither will our population wing its 
flight, as certainly as the wild geese leave 
usin summer. But that time is not come 
yet, and till it does we may as well be 
spared this miserable about the Chi- 
nese exhausting our worked out mining 
claims. 

I think that I have now shown that 
Chinese labor does not lower the rate of 
wages for white labor, because, in point of 
fact, it does not compete with it, any more 
than bread competes with beef. But it 
completes the assortment of our labor mar- 
ket, to recur to a figure F have used above, 
it furnishes us with a quality of labor which 
we want, at a price which we can afford to 
pay, thus enabling us to employ other qual- 
ities to the best advantage, and pay more 
forthem! Let us briefly glance at the other 
objection ; it need not detain us long. 

Weare told that the Chinese bring no ad- 
vantage to the country, because they are not 
& permanent population, and carry away all 
their earnin Now in the first place, this 
applicable to the Chinese 
only. ys are happily gone by when 
the great bulk of our population one pro-

While they remaiy 
in our bay they have none, any more thay 
the gold while it remains on the bed rock. 
So far, then, if we are none the better, 
aré none the worse. The account is exact. 
ly balanced, debit, so much labor, credit, an 
equal value in gold and fish. But are the 
items correct? Do the Chinese, while her, 
live upon air and water, and wear—as |itt|, 
as you would care to mention? All these 
China and Calcutta ships that come into our 
harbor, (none of them Chinese by the-byc) 
—do they bring their cargoes of rice and 
chow-chow only for Irishmen and Dutc!:- 
men’ It seems to me that I could point 
out several buildings in the city, rather res- 
pectable ones too, of which not one brick 
would ever haves been laid upon another, 


spised Chinaman. Carry that to his credit ; 
it is quite an item. Again, I think I have 
read, probably in the Shasta Gazette above 
mentioned, that in some of the mining coun- 
ties they would have hard work to make 
out their taxes, were it not for John’s assis- 
tance. Carry that to his credit too; a big 
item. No; the account is certainly not to 
be ruled off; there isa considerable balance 
outstanding on it, and that balance is to the 
credit of the Chinese, not of California.— 
As to the non-permanency of the popula- 
tion, if that population is to be called tran- 
sitory, of which only the individuals change, 
and for every one that goes another comes, 
I shall have something to say about that fur- 
ther on; in the meantime, I think I could 
name several Chinese who have been here 
longer than nine-tenths of ourselves, whose 
wives and families are around them, whose 
business and capital are on the spot, and 
who appear as little likely to leave it as any 
one, until, perhaps, their bodies are put into 
a leaden coffin to be carried to the burial 
place of their fathers, as I have known a 
good deal more than one, not Chinese, ear 
ried to New York from a similar and very 
natural motive. 

At the risk of lengthening this article a 
little too much, I will make a single remark 
towards showing that the politico-economi- 
cal objections to the presence of the Chinese 
are false in reasoning, as I have already 
shown that they are false in fact; it is this. 
The objectors reason throughout as if the 
laboring class were the whole community. 
It is not so; we have consumers here as 
well as producers ; more than that, the la- 
borers themselves are at once consumers 
and producers. Just so far as Chinese com- 
petition reduces the wages of labor, the la- 
borers themselves, as consumers, profit in 
part by the reduction, and the remainder of 
the community profit by it to the whole ex- 
tent of the balance. What the producer 
loses, the consumer gains; the community 
then loses nothing, since it consists of the 
two classes. But having already shown 
that there is no loss to the producer, but on 
the contrary a balance of profit, it is clear 
that the community gains to the whole ex- 
tent of the advantage arising from the Chi- 
nese labor, with this balance of profit to 
white labor added to it; it is, however, un- 
necessary to pursue the subject further.

“Wreck of: the Northe:ner. 


The steamship Northerner which left this 
port January 4th, for Portland, struck on 
a sunken rock the next day and proved a 
total wreck. This occurred-off Cape Men- 
docino between Blunt’s Reef and Gape Men- 
docino. As soon as Capt. Dall discovered 
that the steamer was inevitably sinking he 
headed her for the shore, meanwhile firing 
signal guns, and at night beached her about 
six miles above the mouth of Bear river and 
one mile below Centreville. The Hum- 
boldt Zimes says: 


The beach at the point where the North- 
erner struck is rather bold, though clear, 
which enabled the steamer to get close in 
After striking, a line was got to 
the shore, and by this means many passen- 
gers reached the shore, though most of those 
who lost their lives did so in attempting to 
save themselves by this means. Of the 
thirty-two passengers drowned, but one was 
a lady. The heroic French, first officer, 
after making three successive trips to shore, 
and saving all the ladies but one, lost his 
own life. Capt. Dall, we learn, reached 
the shore in a very exhausted condition, 
and came near being carried’ back by the 
swell after he had gained his footing. 

Capt. Dall, Mr. Barry and the Purser 
were the last to leave theship. Mr. Barry 
was positive he could not reach the shore, 
and was carried away by the first sea that 
struck him, and was seen no more. The 
Purser rerched shore by the line. Capt. 
Dall was the last to try the line. He low- 
ered himself, and after being washed over 
by several seas, was thrown from the line, 
and swam ashore. 

There were six passengers who refused 
to take the line, and, as it happened, the 
place on which they stood broke loose, and 
they came ashore in safety. 

All the passengers accord to Capt. Dall 
all the bravery and coolness that is possible 
for a man to be master of. The officers, 


.men and passengers obeyed his orders 


cheerfully and promptly. Mr. O’Neal, the 
Chief Engineer, was the man who succeded 
in getting the line ashore, Captain Dall 
asked him if he thought he could land a 
boat. He replied, “I will try.” He took 
the quarter boat, and with two pf his fire- 
men landed the line. He used his best en- 
deavors to procure a crew to return to the 
wreck, but was unable to do so. 

All the passengers say they have never 
seen a braver man than Barry. . He stood 
on the wreck alongside of Capt. Dall, with 
certain death staring him in the face, for he 
could not swim a stroke When told by 
Capt. Dall to take the line, he replied that 
he should never reach shore, which was 
true.

Quarrz1n Nevapa.—The Democrat learns 
from the Superintendent of the Oriental 
Quartz Company that about three thousand 
tons of rock have been crashed at the Com- 
pany’s mill during the year 1859, The 
amount of gold extracted during the year 
was not less than $60,000. 


New Correr Mine.—We learn from the 
Carson City Enterprise that a new vein of 
copper has recently been discovered eight 
miles east of that city, on Carson river, at 
a place which has been named Copper Can- 
yon. The ore is extremely rich, and con- 
tains considerable gold and silver. Parties 
are now at work getting out the ore. 


Napa Sivver.—Messrs. Molitor & Co. 
have made an assay of a piece of the silver 
ore from Mount St. Helens, and found that 
a ton of the same kind of stuff would con- 
tain six or eight ounces of silver.
